Pi-ovisions for the Submission of the 


Separate iJoeuse Clause and 


Oaudldatfs* Statement*. 


The Advocate is requested to re- 


publish that portion of the law provid- 
ing for the election of delegates to the 
state constitutional convention which 
relates to the separate submission to 
the people of the question of licensing 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors. 


In Section 11 provision is made that 


candidates may make signed state- 
ments to their petitions, which state- 
ments are in the following words: 


Statement No. 1. I hereby state to 


the people 01 Ohio, as well as to the 
people of my county, that during niy 
incumbency of the office of delegate to 
the constitutional convention, I will 
always vote for a separate submission 
to the people as a separate part of the 
constitution, of the alternative ques- 
tions: "Shall 
the 
constitution pro- 


vide for the licensing of the traffic in 
intoxicating liquors, or shall the con- 
stitution prohibit the licensing of the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors." 


Signature of nominee for candidate. 


Statement No. 2. I hereby state to 


the people of Ohio, as well as to the 
people of my county, that I am not in 
favor of the separate submission to the 
people, as a separate part of the con- 
stitution, of the alternative questions: 
"Shall the constitution provide for the 
licensing of tne traffic in intoxicating 
liquors, or shall the constitution pro- 
hibit the licensing of the traffic in in- 
toxicating liquors?" 


Signature of nominee for candidate. 


When either of said statements is 


signed by the candidate or candidates, 
and the petition nominating said can- 
didate or candidates 
is 
thereafter 


found by the board of deputy state 
supervisors of elections to be valid in 
all respects, 'then over the name of 
such candidates as placed upon 
the 


ballot as a heading, in case said can- 
didate signed statement No. 1, there 
shall be printed the words: 


"Favors separate submission of li- 


cense clause." 


In case said candidate signed state- 


ment No. 2 there shall be printed on 
the ballot as a heading over the name 
of said candidate: 


"OpiKJses separate submission of 
license claws*."

found said the detective in whose keep- 
ing'they had been entrusted, in the 
young womens' rooms and constituted 
the prize for which Stokes declared he 
had risked his life. 


Stokes, pale and nervous, told 
his 


own story of the shooting. He had 
been summoned to the apartments, he 
said, by Miss Conrad, who told him 
that Miss Graham had left for Europe. 
He was angry, he said, when he saw 
he had been deceived, and declined to 
sign an alleged statement setting forth 
that he had defamed Miss Graham and 
her relatives. 


Stokes had also declined to pay $25.- 


000 under threat of death,, he added, 
and thereupon Miss Graham began to 
shoot. 
As he gave his evidence, 'the 


young ^women laughed 
and 
chatted 


gayly. 


Stokes said that he told the girls 


that blackmail was a prison offense 
and that Miss Graham asid "I'll say 
I'm crazy," while Miss 
Conrad 
de- 


clared, according to Stokes, 'We'll say 
he came to our apartments and attack- 
ed us and we killed him in self-de- 
fense. We have three witnesses listen- 
ing to all this who never would let 
him out alive." ' 


When Stokes disarmed Miss Graham 


after 
receiving two 
wounds, Miss 


Conrad, he said, was in the parlor an£ 
as some one began firing then, he as- 
sumed it was she. He was shot again 
in the calf of the leg. There were 
four more shots, but they all went 
wild, he said. 


Stokes started for the 
hall then.
